During a visit co China of a Forest Service delegation led by Associace 
Chief George Leonard in June 199*2. disscussions were held with the 
officials of Ministry of Forestry PRC, which resulted in an intention 
concerning US — PRC cooperation in forestry. It was agreed chat it could 
be of mutual benefit, to promote cooperation in forest science, 
technology and management, and chat contacts between organizations 
and institutions of all types in these fields should be facilitated. 

It was agreed that a reciprocal visit to the United States by the 
Ministry of Forestry would be made within a year for developing a 
program of exchange on Forest Science, Technology and Management 
between US and PPwC. A record of such program co be signed by senior 
officials of USDA Forest Service and Ministry of Forestry PP„C would 
specify the scope and form of cooperacion. the principles of cost sharing 
and other related matters. 

This letter is prepared in English and Chinese and signed in Beijing, 
China, 26 June 1902.
